11.  And  as  the  Divine  trill  is  the  regenerating 
cause,  so  the  Divine  word  is  the  regenirating  instru¬ 
ment.  No  doubt  God  can,  and  often  does,  effect  his 
purpo.«es  of  grace  in  a  soul,  by  direct  and  immediate 
influences  of  ilis  Spirit,  without  any  vehicle,  as  in  the 
case  of  infants,  of  the  heathen,  ot  the  wholly  unin- 
slructed.  IJut  this  is  not  his  ordinary  plan.  God 
deals  with  ns  as  with  rational  creatures,  and  accom¬ 
panies  everv  precept  with  an  adeipiate  motive  to  obe- 

ecstatic  feelings,  in  seraphic  emotions,  and  in  a  sort, 
if  I  mav  so  call  it,  of  reliiied  spiritual  sensuality^.  But 
(’hri.sfianity  consists  in  a  holy  life,  flowing  from  holy 
aflections,  and  these  again  based  u[X)ii  holy  and  rational 
princijilcs.  Tlie  Sun  of  rightoou.sness,  which  brings 
Jiealing  on  its  wing.s  fxiurs  light  into  the  understand¬ 
ing,  as  well  as  warmth  into  the  aflections.  The  latter 
of  these  is  peculiarly  the  ofiice  of  the  divine  Spirit; 
the  former  of  the  divine  word.  For  unless  (Jod  were 
to  make  a  di.stinct  revelation  to  the  min  i  of  each  in¬ 
dividual  of  all  the  verities  of  the  Gospel,  and  all  the
